However, the three economic ad- 
vantages expected from it were 
summed up yesterday by a highly- 
placed Bank of Israel source as: 
weakening wage demands; 
stimulating the private sector; and 
making it possible to revamp public- 
sector wage-structure. 

• If a price-wage freeze is carried 
through tor 3-4 months, the in- 
creasingly perceptible trends 
toward an economic slowdown are 
likely to become more marked, the 
source said. That may weaken pre- 
sent wage demands when the freeze 
period is up. 

• A more thorough-going solution 
may be worked out through budget 
cuts accompanied by a reduction of 
indirect taxes, which would shift 
more economic activity to the 
private sector. 

All indirect taxes, according to 
this source — including the addition 
to VAT demanded by the manufac- 
turers and even higher direct taxes 
— are inflationary. Budget cuts, 
however. If accompanied by tax 
reductions, would reduce Govern- 
ment demand for employees, thus 
weakening their wage demands, and 
yet not reduce total economic activi- 
ty. On the contrary, employees 
would have to shift to the private sec- 
tor. 

• A period ol price-wage freeze 
may give the Government time to 
revamp the entire wage- 
employment structure in the public 
sector. According to the Bank of 
Israel source, that wage structure 
has been upset, by the Income-tax 
reform. 

Formerly, the wage structure had 
some flexibility because different 
categories of public-sector 
employees got a variety of 
allowances and emoluments. Now, 
all these have become part of their 
gross salary. As a result ’ of the 
Barkal committee's recommen- 
dations. the allowances to "specific” 
employees has also been eliminated. 

Time la needed to work out an 
acceptable solution, but with 
energetic action a .workable 
arrangement could be hammered 
cut wtiWn a matter of weeks, the 
-source felt. 

Meanwhile, a source close to the 
manufacturers' association said 
they are unwilling to put their 
signature to any agreement to freeze 
prices and wages because the time 
tor using a price and profit freeze in 
order to convince labour that 
employers were bearing their share 
of the brunt was six months ago.

Vance to bring Carter 
notes to Israel, Arabs

■ WASHINGTON. — On the eve of 
Secretary of State Vance’s schedul- 
ed departure for the MM die East, it 
was learned here that he plans 
to carry with him special messages 
from President Carter to the Arab 
and Israel leaders he plans to meet 
this week. The contents of those 
messages were not disclosed. 

Vance told the Senate Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee on Friday that he 
decided to make the trip on the ad- 
vice of former Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. The object of the 
mission, he said, was to learn first 
hand the latest thinking in the region 
in order to plan U.S. mediatory ef- 
forts. 

Vance arrives in Israel tomorrow 
evening, bis first stop, before con- 
tinuing to Egypt, Lebanon, Jordan. 
Saudi Arabia and Syria. American 
officials said yesterday that the 
schedule could be changed If fight- 
ing continues in Beirut. Presumably, 


Lebanon would be dropped from the 
schedule under such circumstances. 

In response to a question, Vance 
said that formal U.S. invitations to 
Arab and Israel heads of govern- 
ment would be Issued only after 
Israel's Labour Party caucus meets 
February 23 and names its candidate 
for prime minister. 

Vance also told the committee that 
he expects progress toward an Arab- 
Lsrael settlement by the second half 
of 1977. He said he would try to 
reconvene the Geneva conference. 


On the Palestinian question, Vance 
reiterated that the UA will not have 
any substantive contacts with the 
PLO because that organization con- 
tinues to reject Israel's right to exist 
and Security Council resolutions 242 
and 338. Jh keeping with U.S. policy, 
he would not meet with represen- 
tatives of the PLO during his 
forthcoming trip, the Secretary said.

The 3139m. arms deal was under 
discussion tor three years, since 
shortly after Hamidl assumed power 
In June 1074. It involves a triangular 
arrangement between Saudi Arabia, 
the U.S. and the Yemen Arab 
Republic, as this country is formally 
named. 

It is part of Saudi Arabia’s policy 
of trying to erode the Soviet position 
in tbe Arabian peninsula, now cen- 
tred in South Yemen. Some 8,000 
Russian civilian and military ad- 
vlaers are based there, and the 
government pursues political and 
economic pedicles that are Com- 
munist in ail but name. 

The arms sale Involves howitzers, 
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although 80 Yemeni officers are 
already in the TJ.S. and about 40 a 
year are scheduled to follow, the 
sources said. 

"The Saudis will be training 
several hundred officers in Saudi 
Arabia, where the Americans will 
participate in language courses and 
the like," one source said. 
“Americans will not be coming here 
except in very special cases and for 
• specific periods of time." 

The remaining Russians here are 
mostly with the air force, which is 
flying obsolete M3g-l7s and having a 
hard time maintaining them. The 
sources said the Yemenis are In- 
terested In buying French aircraft 
but no deal is in sight yet. 

"The Saudis ore advising the 
Yemenis to absorb the new equip- 
ment before stepping up to more 
sophisticated stuff,” one informant 
said, "When Western planes finally 
arrive, the Russians will be asked to 
depart.” 

The Russians tried desperately to 
head off the American arms deal, at 
one point even sending an unre- 
quested shipload of planes which 
were turned back by Hamidi. “There 
is no question that they are nowhere 
on sufferance,” a source said. 

But Hamidi, a cautious-man, is 
aware that 1,000 officers here have 
been trained in the Soviet Union. 
Moscow signed its first arms deal 
with Yemen in 1B55, supplying 
weapons to the then-royal regime. So 
he Isn't pushing too hard, the sources 
said, and Saudi Arabia is aware of 
the need for patience in efforts to 
reduce the Soviet presence. 

Meanwhile, the weapons will allow 
North Yemen to better stand up to Its 
bigger, and more powerful neighbour 
to the south. The two Yemen* arc 
made up of one people but were 


politically divided during the years 
of British colonialism in Aden, the 
capital of South Yemen. 

They have fought wars against 
each other, and after the last one in 
1972 pledged to unite their countries. 
But the agreement- is dormant 
because the two systems are incom- 
patible. Hamidi is fostering a free 
economy and about one million 
Yemenis work in Saudi Arabia, sen- 
ding home $770m. a year in remit- 
tances. The south prohibits travel. 
Its economy Is state-controlled and It 
has very close ties with the Qom- 
munist bloc. 

“At' the moment, the South 
Yemenis are much stronger,” said 
■one source. Talz, this counter's se- 
cond largest city, is 32 km. from the 
South Yemeni frontier "and they can 
walk In and take it any afternoon,” a 
source said, 

"With Saudi Arabia and the United 
States dearly behind him, Hamidi 
can feet less Jittery about the south," 
he added. '"At the same, time the 
Saudis can count one more friend on 
the peninsula, which ties in with the 
U.S. interests." (AF)

Ecuador protests 
U.S. veto on 
Kfir sales

WASHINGTON. — Ecuador has ex- 
pressed its "strong concern” over a 
U.S. decision to block the sale to the 
Latin American nation of 24 Israeli- 
made Kfir fighter bombers. 

Ecuador considers the U.S. deci- 
sion an "unfriendly act,” according 
to its ambassador in Washington. 
Gustavo Ycaza Borja, who met with 
Secretary of State .Cyrus Vance on 
Friday. 
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Wolf Blitzer reports from 
Washington: 

Syria is to begin today a two-day 
withdrawal of its troops from around 
Nabatiya as. part cf a new U.S.- 
mediated agreement which Involved 
intensive diplomatic activity, 
between Washington, Jerusalem, 
Damascus and Beirut. 

The first stage of the Syrian 
withdrawal. Informed sources here 
said, would be completed before 
Secretory of State Gyrus Vance* 
arrives in Israel tomorrow to discuss 
ways of reviving Arab-Iarael peace 
negotiations. 

At the end of this first stage 
withdrawal, the Syrian troops will 
still be further south than they had 
been three weeks ago, before they 
moved toward Nabatiya — a 
development that resulted in a 
heightened state of Isr&el-Syriaa 
tension. Israel said that it would not 
tolerate the Syrian presence so close 
to its border. 

The agreement, however, calls 
upon Syria to continue its 
withdrawal during the Vance 


journey. If could not be learned here 
when the Syrians were supposed to 

return to their origlnaJly-acceptable 
location, or if . in fact, a specific date 
bad been set for such an eventual 
withdrawal. 

The terms of the agreement were 
discussed late Thursday evening 
during a meeting at the State 
Department between Israel Am- 
bassador Rtraftw Dinitz and Under- 
secretary of State Philip Habib. 

American officials here were not 
pleased by the public statement 
made by Prime Minister Rabin on 
Friday that an agreement seemed to 
have been reached. The Americans 
warned Israel that the understan- 
ding could fall apart if too much 
publicity was given to it in Israel. 

- The United States, which was anx- 
ious to see the matter resolved 
before Vance left Washington, felt 
that it would be counter-productive 
to have the Syrians embarrassed by 
such Israeli statements, and ex- 
pressed hope that no public 
declarations announcing the end of 
the dispute would be made. 


Cairo students protest 
despite new law

CAIRO. — Some Cairo University 
students yesterday staged an anti- 
government demonstration on cam- 
pus in defiance of a new national 
security law and a ban on political 
manifestations inside universities. 

Witnesses said about 400 students 
paraded through the fenced universi- 
ty grounds for nearly three hours, 
chanting slogans and carrying signs 
which denounced President Sadat as 
a “dictator.” 

The slogans also rejected the new 
law which Imposes penalties of life 
imprisonment at hard labour for 
demonstrators, strikers and 
members of underground 
organizations "hostile to the es- 
tablished order of the community" 
— a veiled reference to Co mmunis t 
groups. 

No policemen were In evidence in- 
side the university compound or in 
the vicinity and the demonstration 
broke up peacefully in the early 
afternoon hours, witnesses said. 

Meanwhile, deputy Interior 
Minister Maj.-Gen. Mb homed Ismail 
sold Sadat has won a 99.42 per cent 
vote endorsing his strict law and 
order measures put to nationwide 
referendum on Thursday. (UF1) 


Patrol fired on 
from Lebanon

MSTUUA. — An IDF unit patroll- 
ing along the northern frontier road 
between Kibbutz Ylftah and Kibbutz 
Manara on Friday night was at- 
tacked by three bazooka shells fired 
from Lebanese territory. 

The shells were fired from the hilly 
area close to the Lebanese village of 
Maia el-Jabal. There were no 
casualties and the patrol continued 
on its way. 

Mala el-Jabal. a Moslem village on 
the South Lebanon highway, is 
known for its support of tbe terrorist; 
organizations and has been searched 
several times. One of the IDF’s most 
recent actions inside Lebanon 
against terrorists took place at Mate 
el-Jabal. Last winter an IDF unit 
entered the village and blew up 
several buildings in which terrorists 
had taken shelter. 

The area in which the incident took 
place was quiet yesterday. But a 
Border Police officer said he expects 
more trouble in the area because the 
terrorists are now on the move from 
north and central Lebanon.

Sadat: Relying on Vance 
to smooth way to Geneva

yesterday he is relying on Secretary 
of State Qyrtis Vance to remove 
obstacles to an early resumption cf 
negotiations with Israel in Geneva. 

Sadat told a news conference that 
UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim, who ended 10 days of 
talks with Arab and Israeli leaders 
yesterday, “has faced difficulties in 
Israel but we hope problems will be 
eased after the visit of Vance to the 
region next week. 

"The Arab leaders will again meet 
soon to study the situation after 
which thinqs might become more 
clear Sadat said. 

He Insisted the Palestinians should 
attend the conference. “The 
Palestinians are the core of the 
problem and I cannot imagine any 
negotiations in Geneva without their 
representation. If we had to es- 
tablish peace in the area the 
Palestinians should join the 
negotiations," Sadat said. 

Waldheim told reporters that 
Israel refuses the participation of a 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
delegation in the proposed Geneva 
conference. "This Is the main 
problem -facing my mission in tbe 
Mideast." he said. But he added: "A 
number of possibilities have been 
discussed, even new ideas have 
emerged.” He did not elaborate. 

Sadat reiterated hte position that 
he. would go to war once more 
against Israel if all peace efforts fail- 


ed, but he expressed optimism that 
progress toward a peaceful settle- 
ment Can be made this year. 

West German Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dletrlch Genscher, who 
attended the press conference after 
talks with Sadat, said he agreed with 
Sadat that 1977 is "appropriate" for 
progxess toward peace. 

Asked if he discussed with 
Genscher any financial aid, Sadat 
said, "I have discussed with my 
friend Genscher the economic issue 
and told him of our needs. I told him 
my main concern is to get West Ger- 
man technological help." West Ger- 
man sources said Genscher made no 
promises of any additional capital

Syrians move into PLO posts

The Syrian dominated Arab 
League peacekeeping force in 
Lebanon was last night ordered into 
the bastions of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization In southern Beirut 
to comb out those sites for weapons. 

A military spokesman said that 
President Ehaa Sarkis who is the 
titular commander-in-chief of the 
force had- ordered Syrian troops to 
disarm the Palestinian camps of 
Sabra, Shotilla and Fak’hani which 
were the scene of a new outbreak of 
violence that jolted the three-month 
peace in Lebanon. 

The spokesman made no mention 
of the Syrian troops making new 
moves in southern Lebanon. 

The three camps which have been 


resisting the entry of the Arab 
League force had earlier been heavi- 
ly pounded by Syrian and ar- 
tillery fire. Twenty persons were 
reported killed. 

The order to disarm the Palesti- 
nian camps in southern Beirut 
followed a meeting by a four-nation 
Arab League committee which had 
pledged to begin "implementing" a 
1969 Cairo agreement which easen- 
bans PLO elements from 
carrying arms In Lebanese pop- 
ulated areas. The Arab League com- 
mittee comprises Syria, Egypt. 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait. It usually 
meets In Beirut under the chair- 
manship of President Sarkis.

HAIFA. — Walter Aaron 
Lindenstrauss, a former leader of 
German Jewry and for many years 
thehead of the Likud (Gahal) faction 
on the City Council, died on Thurs- 
day night at Rambam Hospital here. 
He was 73. 

A lawyer and economist, 
Lindenstrauss headed the allya 
department of the Jewish Agency in 
Berlin from 1933 to 1889. As part of 
Us job, he negotiated with Adolf 
EScfmuuxn hi 1939 on the emigration 
of German and Austrian Jews. He 
later was one of the key witnesses at 
toe Eicbmann trial in Jerusalem. 

Cbxning to Eretz Ylsrael In 1939 
Lindenstrauss became manager of 
the Haifa branch of the Industrial 
Bank. He also headed the Manufac- 
turers Association In Haifa and the 
North, and from 1959 till 1969 was 
leader of the Gahal faction In the 
municipality. He -was later made a 
freeman of the City of «wtfa 

He la survived by Us wife and one 
son. Magistrate Mi oh a 

Lindenstrauss. The funeral will 
leave Rambam Hospit&l at 2 pm. to- 
day for the Hof Hacarmel 
cemetery.

negotiations. The possibility exists 
that the Government will not decide 
to table the matter immediately in 
the Knesset but will try for another 
round with the employers. 

Likud Knesset Member Yehezkel 
Flumin told The Jerusalem Post last 
night that he does not expect the Op- 
position to support-legislation to en- 
force toe proposed package deal. "It 
smells of an election ploy and 
represents no basic solution,.” he 
■aid. The- Government can, of 
course, use its powers under the 
emergency regulations, but these 
are limited and will not allow 
decrees to enforce all toe different 
aspects of the proposed package 

The Opposition may also initiate 
parliamentary action to block toe 
use of the emergency regulations. 
Flumin added that he would 
welcome .a long-term programme, 
but not a stop-gap reprieve for four 
months which would only leave the 
next Government to disentangle toe 
mess now created.

Waldheim said "Arafat referred to 
toe practical consequences of bis 
accepting a Palestinian state next to 
the State of Israel, but he also 
referred to the need for the Palesti- 
nian Cbuncil to make these decisions 
in regard to the future.” 

He said it was "his impression” 
that the PLO would not try to take

over Israel once they had their own 
mini-state. 

Foreign Minister Ylgal Allon, who 
saw Waldheim off at 'Jerusalem’s 
At&rot airport, commented to 
newsmen: "As for as I am concern- 
ed there has been no PLO leader yet 
.who has really stated that he has 
given up the Idea of a ‘secular bi- 
national state’ — l.e. of the destruc- 
tion of Israel." 

Allon spoke after PLO central 
committee member Mohazfamed 
Ghoneim said in Damascus that the 
PLO had not dropped Its ultimate 


objective of establishing its state in 
the whole of Palestine. “We shall 
continue to struggle for its 
realisation,” Ghoneim bad said. 

In Paris, PLO representative 
Emedin told Agence France 

Prease that while ids organisation 
was more moderate nowadays on 
Middle East questions, Arafat could 
not possibly have said that the PLO 
was ready to^giye up Its demand for 

a Secular ^democratic state” in 'toe

One of Waldheim’s aides' said In 
Jerusalem that since Israeli leaders 
were firm in their refusal to let the 
PLO in at Geneva, the Arab leaders 
would c ertalnly retaliate by insisting 
all the more that they would boycott 
Geneva unless the PLO were there 
too. 

Waldheim told a newsman in Cairo 
that he still believed the Geneva 
Conference would convene "despite 
the differences which have to be 
bridged.” In reply to a question as to 
whether Israel was ready to 
recognise the PLO as the sole 
representative of the "Palestine 
people," Waldheim said: "No, they 
are not."

Jn the earlier interview, Schrelber 
"Maimed that "the task of super- 
vising kashrut In the city is made 
more difficult by ...

But the association chairman 
stated that the council hasn't been 
awarding them.

Rabbi Goren's system 
gives a star to hotels with kosher 
kitchens and more stars to those that 
are strict on Shabbat observance.

'having the guts to do this against the 
will of the religious council." Green* 
h-iiw said. 

He added that "Schrelber himself 
eats in hotels that have the Chief 
Rahbfiiale's certificate but lacks 
that of his own council. In addition, 


there are two or three hotels In 
Jerusalem that have the religious 
council's certificate but have no 
higher standards of Shabbat obser- 
vance than those with Chief Rab- 
binate certificates. 1 * 

A surmise check by this reporter 
In the kitchens and lobbies of the 
Jerusalem Plaza Hotel — which 
lacks the council 1 * certificate but 
has the Chief Rabbinate's — showed 
that the degree of kashrut and Shab- 
bat observance, la as high or higher 
than that In hotels with the council 
certificates. . 

All items from steam table* to 

can openers — are labelled "milk" 
or "meat" and carefully separated. 
A 1,000-litre thermos tank keeps 
water hot throughout Shabbat. The 
&{tchens boast two separate dish- 
washers and tour refrigerator* 
(with vegetables kept from meat and 
meat from dairy products). In addi- 
tion, all food that la Imported from 
abroad first undergoes laboratory 
tests for content to determine 
whether It Is kaaher, and Arab 
workers are careful not to touch the 
wine. 

Rabbi Binyamln. Pery, the hotel 
rabbi, told The Post that the Plaza's 
automatic Shabbat elevator is the 
"only halachically acceptable" lift 
of Its kind in the country, since — un- 
like all others — the weight of the 
entering passenger does not trigger 
the elevator to rise or descend. 

’ The hotel association chairman 
said he hopes Halm Zadok, “who Is 
an excellent Religious Affairs 
Minister," will find a solution to the 
problem of granting certificates 
throughout the country, something 
"his predecessors never tried 
sincerely enough to do."

Gov’t stops sell-help forums for olim 


A group of English-speaking im- 
migrants are to meet tomorrow to 
plan a confrontation with Absorption 
Ministry officials following an angry 
shouting match among the olim. 
Adler Institute psychologists and a 
Ministry official. 

The shouting and hitter exchange 
of Insults occurred last Mionday at 
Beit Sokolov in Tel Aviv. Some 20 im- 
migrants, mostly from the U.S.. who 
had been encouraged to attend bi- 
weekly forums designed to help 
them adjust to Israel were suddenly 
told there would be no more 
meetings. 

The forums, alternately described 
by its participants as encounter 
groups, self-help programmes and 
sensitivity sessions, had been In ex- 
istence since November 22 under the 
sponsorship of the Absorption 
Ministry and the Adler Institute. 

This institute, made up of psy- 
chologists trained in group problem 
solving, has been working with sur- 
viving family members of war dead. 
Out of the success of this 
programme, one of the psychologists 
explained, was born the Idea of help- 
ing olim adjust to Israel. 

The Immigrants expressed anger, 
hurt and disappointment because, 
they explained, they felt they had 
been tricked into attending tbe

seminars whic& they thought were 
being run on a voluntary basis. 

Last Monday’s meeting erupted in 
chaos when Havazelet Farber, the 
Absorption Ministry representative, 
announced that the Mlnitiry could no 
longer sponsor the meetings. 

She claimed it had coat the 
Ministry ZL3.5.000 since November to 
run the forums which were attended 
by as many as 60 immigrants at a 
meeting, mostly from Western 
Europe, the U.S. and South Africa. 
Of this, XL6.600 was for use of the 
facilities at Belt Sokolov. 

Although sums paid the psy- 
chologists were considered minimal 
tor each three-hour meeting, olim 
felt betrayed that any money had 
passed hands. Some were angry over 
the methods used by the Ministry. * 

Many bared their souls at 
meetings as they were encouraged 
by the psychologists to their 

personal problems before the group. 
A report of each meeting then was 
made by Mrs. Farber to her super- 
visor in Jerusalem, Yosef Meir, she 
told the immigrants. 

Melr came to one meeting, she 
said, watched, listened and left 
without ever identifying himself. 


The psychologists also expressed 
anger at the Absorption Ministry 
because it was only-last Monday that 
Mrs. Farber told them the 
programme was being stopped. 

Simla AlshecJb, one of the five psy- 
chologists at the seminars, said tbe 
Ministry had never set any deadlines 
on time or numbers of people ex- 
pected to attend when the 
programme had been discussed. 

"I told them we would be very hap- 
py if we could have 20 people who 
would attend meetings regularly." 
she said. 

The official excuse for cancelling 
the programme was that the number 
of immigrants attending had dwindl- 
ed down to 20. However, those 20 . 
were mostly persons who had come 
to meetings regularly. 

Many of the Immigrants said they 
attended the meetings because they 
helped them In adjusting to Israel. 
They complained that the regularly 
established organizations designed 
to help olim were manned by 

bureaucrats and bogged down by red 

tape. 

Members of the group claimed 
they were able to help each other at 
meetings in finding jobs and un- 
‘ ravelling some of the complicated 
regulations with which they are fac- 
ed upon arriving In Israel. 


In a major Soviet policy statement 

Travda’ blasts dissidents 


MOSCOW. — In a clear retort to 
American pressure over human 
rights, the Soviet Union yesterday 
bitterly condemned dissidents in 
Communist countries and their 
Western supporters. 

The attack, which came in an 
editorial in the Communist Party 
newspaper “Pravda," was the 
Kremliny j ffr«t detailed' counter- 
blast to the Carier^tdminlstratlon’s " 
cri tfijlstd 'eft "the' recent 'el^mpdown 
on dissidents in 1 the Soviet Union and 
Eastern Europe. 

Hie West, "Pravda" said, was try- 
ing to undermine detente under a 
smokescreen of defending dissidents 
and was interfering in the affairs of 
Communist countries. 

“An example of this was the recent 
act of the State Department of the 
U.S. A., which expressed suspicious- 
ly warm concern for dissidents in the 
Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia,” 
the paper said. 

The State Department expressed 
concern last week at the arrest of 
' Soviet activist Alexander Ginzburg, 
who ran a fund tor jailed dissidents 
and their families. It has also ac- 
cused Chechoslovakia of violating 
the 1978 Helsinki pledges on human 
rights by detaining members of the 
"Charter 77" group. 

In the first Soviet press reference 
to present dissident activities in 
Poland and East Germany, "Prav- 
da" said a concerted Western cam- 
paign was being aimed at the Com- 
munist countries. 

Describing the campaign, it said 
there was an "unprecedented 
hullabaloo over the antl-Soclallst 
lampoon, the so-called Charter 77, 
which was fabricated by a group of 
right-wing counter-revolutionaries." 

In addition, there was “a cam- 
paign In defence of ‘workers’ rights’ 
allegedly violated in Poland (and) 
the continued fuss over the measures 
taken by the German Democratic 
Republic to safeguard its legitimate 
rights," .the paper said. 

But the editorial reserved its 
bitterest words for Soviet dissidents. 

"They are trying to show that 
there 1 * axu opposition to Socialism, 
but really the opponents are just a 


small group who represent nobody, 
far from the Soviet people in their 
thinking," said “Pravda." 

"They exist only because they are 
paid, supported and praised by the 
West," the editorial said of the 
Soviet dissidents. 

Soviet authorities have accused, 
the dissidents of being in the pay of . 
the f "West " through emig’re 
organiza tio ns, .such as -the -NiT.Sr 
(PeopTelf Labour Alliance}! ' 

A month before his arrest. Ginz- 
burg said that he feared serious 
economic charges would be brought ' 
against him following a raid on Ms' 
apartment during which police said 


they found foreign currency. Ginz- 
burg alleged that they planted it in 
the apartment during the seareh. 

Dissidents have suggested that the 
latest wave of arrests is part of a 
crackdown before tbe Belgrade 
Conference in June which will 
review the results of tbe 1978 
Helsinki declaration on human 
rights 'and East-West detente.

Dassault prefers Egypt to make 
Mirages than buy them

PARIS. — Benno-ClaUde Vaiheres, 
chairman and managing director of 
the Marcel Dassault aircraft firm, 
Said in an interview published here 
yesterday that France would gain 
more by allowing Egypt to manufac- 
ture French warplanes under licence 
than by selling them. 

Vallieres was commenting in the 
business weekly "Le Nouvel 
Economiate" on the agreement now 
In the last stages of negotiation for 
Egypt to buy 900 Mirage FL fighter- 
bombers of which iso would be built 
by the new Arab arms industry in 
Egypt. 

The aircraft chief said: "I con- 
sider the solution of manufacture un- 
der licence to be the most desirable 
because it permits human contact^ 


and ought normally to associate the 
two partners for a long period.” 

Vallieres discounted the risk of. 
Egypt exporting Its own Mirages and 
thus eroding French exports of 
military aircraft. 

He said: "You must not confuse 
manufacturing licences and sales 
licences. There Is a legal guarantee 
for the firm which yields Its licence. 
It does not run the risk of turning Its 
present- customer into future com- 
petitor." 

THE SUPERSOL supermarket 
chain will sell meat And fish products 
10 to 25 per cent cheaper in the next

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Madrid: Rescue may open way to wider amnesty 

Kidnapped Spanish officials freed

MADRID. — The Spanish govern- 
ment yesterday appeared ready, to 
grant amnesty to. more political 
prisoners . 'following the successful 
police rescue of two high officials 
kidnapped by radical leftists. 

Interior Minister Rodolfo Martin 
Villa, calling Friday's capture of the 
kidnappers' ringleaders a /brilliant 
police operation, indicated the 
government might act soon : on 
amnesty. 

He said the solution of the kidnap- 
pings removed "an obstacle" to the 
government's plan to grant amnesty 
to some of 17l Spaniards still behind 
bars for political crimes. 

' The leftist group known as GRAFO 
had kidnapped royal adviser Antonio 
Maria de Orlol. president of the State 
Council, and Lt.-Gen. Emilio 
Villaescusa. president of the 
Supreme Court of Military Justice,

Sudden thaw poses flood 
threat to Eastern U& 


TUNIS. — Tunisian Premier Hedi 
Nouira expressed disapproval an 
Friday of Arab efforts to block trade 
relations between the European 
Community and Israel- , 

At a news conference Nouira 
seemed to repudiate part of a speech 
delivered by Ismail Khelil, Tunisia's 
ambassador to the EEC, at the open- 
ing session Thursday of the three- 
day second plenary conference 
between the member states of the 
Arab League and the Community. 

Khelil, speaking 'on behalf of all 
the Arab delegations, had warned 
that the trade and financial protocols 
signed by Israel and the Community 
earlier in the week could com- 
promise Western Europe's efforts to 
Improve its economic relations with 
the Arab world. 

Nouira avoided referring directly 


to Khelil’ a hard-lining speech. 
"Everybody is well aware that the 
EEC ra tt i TTtning economic relations 
. with Israel,** Noiflra declared. "It is 
not realistic to try to prevent the 
Community from pursuing these 
relations." 

Nouira, 85, is the designated 
successor to Tunisia's ailing Presi- 
dent Habib Bourgulba. 

Arab League members had on Fri- 
day called on the EEC to recognize 
the “rights of Palestinians" to their 
own state and to acknowledge the 
PLO as their legitimate represen- 
tatives. 

There was no immediate reaction 
from the European delegation, 
which la headed by Richard Faber, 
an Undersecretary of the British 
Foreign Office.

NEW DELHL — Thousands of In- 
dians marched past the body of 
President Fakhruddin All Ahmed 
yesterday to pay final respects to the 
country’s constitutional head of 
state, who died of aheart attack Fri- 
day morning. 

A host of foreign dignitaries was 
en route to the Indian capital for 
today's state funeral. President Jim- 
my Carter's mother Liman, who 
served as a U.S. Peace Corps worker 
in India 10 years ago, will attend. 

Ahmed's death plunged the coun- 
try into 18 days of official mourning. 

Vice-president Basappa Danappa 
Jatti, 64, was sworn in shortly after 
Ahmed's death to hold the 
ceremonial office of president until a 
new head of state can be elected 


after next month's general elections. 

The -election commission an- 
nounced on Friday that the 
programme for nominations and 
other electoral procedures would be 
unaffected. Polling is from March 16 
to SO. . (AP) 

Ilyushin burled 

MOSCOW. — Soviet aircraft 
designer Sergei Ilyushin, who died 
on Wednesday aged 88, was buried 
on Friday with full military honours 
in Moscow’s No vodeviehy Cemetery. 

During several decades of design 
work, Ilyushin created a wide range 
of aircraft models, from the. record- 
breaking TSKB-8G in the 1930s to the 
Ilyushin IL-18. (Reuter) 


NEW YORK. — Rain coupled with a 
sudden thaw, caused in some places 
by temperatures jumping up by 20-80 
degrees Centigrade, threatened to 
set the Eastern U.S. awash in melted 
snow and ice over the weekend. 

A flash-flood watch was posted for 
western New York State, where 
Mayor Stanley Makowski of 
blizzard-shocked Buffalo said 
“there’s a real potential for another 
disaster: flooding." 

But in the West, the problem Is 
lack of water. Wells and reservoirs 
are drying up. California la con- 
sidering statewide rationing. Grain 
and feed crops in the Midwest may 
shrivel, and some formers are sell- 
ing animat* for slaughter because 
they can’t water them. 

Temperatures on Friday were 
between 5 and 10 degrees Centigrade 
through most of the East, in contrast 
to record-setting far-below-freezing 
lows at the beginning of the month. 

Major riven are still well below 
flood levels because of massive ice 
buildups, but continued warm 
weather will melt that ice. 

Ice still chokes a 100 km. stretch of 


the Mississippi River, where com- 
mercial river traffic has been stalled 
for nearly a month. Sunken barges 
are hampering tugs trying to punch 
through Ice as .thick as three metres 
in tome spots. 

On the other hand, California Is the 
hardest hit of the drought-parched 
Western states, according to the U.S. 
Geological Survey. 

Runoff from the Sierra Nevada, 
the source of water for most of the 
state's cities, was reported par- 
ticularly critical. Some rivers were 
running at less than 10 per cent of 
normal capacity, the Survey noted. 

Geological Survey officials said 
that during January streamflow at 
some key Index stations from 
Michigan to California was the 
lowest In more than 60 years. 

Throughout the Midwest, 
meanwhile, winter storms froze the 
ground before it could soak up any 
moisture. Illinois is typical of the 
Midwest drought. Up to 95 per cent of 
farmers there have to haul water for 
livestock, and wells are going dry 
where water baa always been plen- 
tiful. (AP) 


Britain soaking after drought 


LONDON. — Hbusewives in Uandud- 
no. North Wales, are getting their 
milk delivered by liferaft while 
many roads in Britain are more like 
lakes. And stQl the rains come; the 
worst recorded dry spell in British 
history broke last September and 
ever since then the heavens have 
opened up with a vengeance. 

The latest storms — which have 
put Llandudno under two metres of 
water — add to what looks like being 


one of the wettest British winters 
ever. The Meteorological Office 
reports record rainfall last autumn, 
and January and February have 
been very wet. The 500 mm of rain 
that fell in England and Wales from 
September to December was almost 
50 per cent more than normal. 

The Royal Automobile Club said 
on Saturday that roads were “Just 
like lakes" in vast areas stretching 
from Wales- to the. marshlands of 
East Anglia. (AP) 


UN report: Soviets break sanctions they’re supposed to police 

Soviet-bloc states smoking Rbodesiai

UNITED NATIONS; — The Soviet 
Union, the leading non-African sup- 
porter of guerrilla forces seeking to 
overthrow the white-minority 
government of Rhodesia, has been 
accused of conducting "regular 
trade" with Rhodesia in a "major 
sanctions-tareaklng operation.". 

The charge emerged in a limited- 
distribution annual report issued last 
month by the UN Security Council 
committee set up to police the 
economic sanctions the UN imposed 
against Rhodesia in 1966. The report, 
which mentions four other East 
' European States, was not distributed 
to the press. 

The accusation was submitted to 
the committee by the British govern- 
ment in September. 

The Soviet Union and Rumania, 
both members of the sanctions com- 
mittee,, have denied the allegations. 
The other East European nations 
named — East Germany. 
Czechoslovakia and Bulgaria — 
have not replied. 

Failure of the UN' sanctions 
against Rhodesia over the last 
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acknowledged. But previously moat . 
sanction-breaking had been laid to 
Western nations. The Soviet Union 
has criticized the U.S. frequently for 
openly importing Rhodesian 
chrome, despite the UN ban, as a 
result of the Byrd Amendment pass- 
ed in 1971. 

The UN has often criticized the 
West tor trading with Rhodesia but 
the documented British accusations 
represent the first hard evidence of 
Soviet and East European trade with 
Rhodesia. 

The major Ifritlah allegation in- 
volving the Soviet Union Is linked to 
a Rhodesian trading agency, 
Michelle Enterprises, Ltd., which 
allegedly exported "tobacco and 
other agriimltural-commodlties from 
Rhodesia and, in turn, imported 
chemicals, metals 'and agricultural 
requirements from Eastern 
Europe." • 

Rhodesia's high-quality tobacco 
has continued to reach world 
. markets and has been a major factor 
in maintaining the Rhodesian 
economy, despite sanctions. The 
network used to export the tobacco 
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has Ta dvef bedli fexposell.’Tidfrever.* 

It is apparent from the quiet way 
that the committee circulated the 
British allegations that it did not 
want to embarrass the Soviet Union. 
The trade between Rhodesia and the 
Soviet bloc came to general public 
attention as a result of Investigative 
reporting by Eric Mailing of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. 

The trade was allegedly conducted 
through three Geneva-based com- 
panies, set up specifically for the 
purpose. It Involved, the committee 
was told, the sale In Eastern Europe 
of cigarettes made from Rhodesian 
tobacco and packed with striking 
realism under the names Benson and 
Hedges, Pall Man, Lucky Strike, 
Chesterfield and State Express — aD 
fraudulently purporting to have been 
manufactured in the UA and Bri- 
tain. 

A subsequent British note to the 
committee sent on December 15 
alleged that a Soviet State-owned 
trading company and the Bulgarian 
state tobacco trading company had 
entered negotiations through a 
Geneva company, Intrahex, to buy 
Rhodesian tobacco from the Rhode- 
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Mailing reported that the CBC 
began to investigate the Rhodesian 
trade issue last fall, after British 
customs In Manchester seised 168,- 
000 kilos of tobacco which had been 
purchased by MacDonald Lease Co. 
of Canada for one of its European 
subsidiaries. 

British- customs became 
suspicious after a Rhodesian coin 
fell out of a bale of MacDonald’s 
tobacco during a routine inspection. 
Dissident black workers in Rhodesia 
occasionally salt the tobacco with 
Rhodesian coins to tip foreign In- 
spectors as to the product's origin. 

The particular shipment of tobac- 
co was seized officially on July 15 
last year after neither MacDonald 
nor the Geneva-based firm Intrabex 
could produce a simple certificate of 
origin for what the companies claim 
was Thai tobacco. 

MacDonald, a recently purchased 
subsidiary of the UJS. tobacco giant, 
R. J. Reynolds of North Carolina, 
said it ordered Thai tobacco and that 
as soon as the origin was questioned, 
it cancelled the contract and got its 
money back from Intrabex.

NEW YORK. — Former 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger has signed a contract 
to publish his memoirs in North 
America, and industry sources 
said' the deal could be worth 
81.5m. 

The publishing house of Little, 
Brown and Company — & sub- 
sidiary of Time Incorporated — 
said on Friday that the contract 
was signed on Monday. The book 
is expected to be published in the 
autumn of 1979. 

Company president Arthur 
Thornhill said Kissinger’s ac- 
• count would cover his years as 
President Nixon’s National 
Security Adviser and later as 
Secretary of State between 1968 * 
and 1976. 

He declined to discuss the 
money involved, but a represen- 
tative of Quadrangle Books, one 
of several companies that bid for 
the rights, estimated the agree- 
ment was worth 81.5m. 

Kissinger’s agent, MArvin 
Josephson. said agreement had 
not yet been reached on foreign 
publication and domestic 
serialisation rights. He added 
that Kissinger had tf.o specific 
plans for the immediate future 
other than to write his memoirs. 

He would not say whether the 
former Secretary of State was 
considering jobs in broadcasting 
Journalism, reported to have 
been offered him by the major 
U.S. networks. (Reuter) 


No new trial for 
Patty Hearst 

SAN FRANCISCO. — Heiress 
Patricia Hearst 's request for a new 
trial on bank robbery charges was 
turned down again on Friday by U.S. 
District Court Judge William Orrick. 

The Judge, said he rejected the 
move for reconsideration of his 
November 19 denial of a motion for a 
new trial for the former urban 
guerilla, because the request hadn't 
been made - within the prescribed 
time limit. 

The 22-year-old Miss Hearst 'a 
appeal from her conviction and 
sentence Is now before the 9th U.S. 

She was convicted 
by a jury last March and later 
sentenced to a seven-year term. She 
Is free on 81 -25m. bail pending her 
appeal.

WASHINGTON. — Syria's introduc- 
tion of a few hundred troops around 
the southern Lebanese town of 
Nabatiya was an Irritant for Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter, Secretary of 
State Gyrus Vance and for other of- 
ficials in the new Administration. A 
state of heightened tension between 
Jerusalem and Damascus was the 
last thing the Americans wanted so 
quickly after having taken office. 

Vance was Immediately brought 
Into the thick of things, personally 
conducting much of the delicate 
diplomacy that would be needed to 
reach an Israeli 'Syrian understan- 
ding. 

According to diplomatic sources 
here, the State Department agreed 
with Israel that the Syrians should 
not have entered the region — it was 
a clear-cut violation of an earlier 
Israell-Syrlan understanding which 
barred Syrian regulars from moving 
below the so-called ‘Ired line.*' 

Israeli officials regarded the 
Syrian move as provocative and 
warned that they could not tolerate 
this escalation. The U.S., while 
agreeing with Israel that the Syrians 
.should not have moved into the 
region, sought to calm Israel's fears 
ty pointing out that the presence was 
very modest and that the best way to 
reslve the dispute was through 
“quiet diplomacy-.” 

Recognizing the developments as 
potentially explosive. Washington 
asked Jerusalem to put a lid on the 
public threats and warnings to

Damascus. The Americans did not 
want Israel to Issue any more public 
ultimatums to the Syrians, concern- 
ed that the problem could then In- 
volve national honour.

THE GULF Arab states, writes the 
Kuwaiti "ar-Rai al-Aam" this week, 
are fast replacing Britain as the 
main absorption point of Pakistanis 
leaving their country of origin. The 
paper writes that over the past live 
years, 20,000 Pakistani workers and 
professionals have flocked to the 
Gulf states and that by 1980, the 
number of Pakistanis In that part of 
the Arab world Is expected to reach 
800,000. The paper reports that the 
Gulf states are full of praise for the 
high technical ability and overall in- 
dustriousness of those Pakistanis 
who have opted to come and work 
there. 

Efforts are being made to key In on 
professionals, according to the 
paper, which noted that on one day 
last week one newspaper In Karachi 
ran 44 advertisements for Omdn, 
requesting Pakistani engineers, 
teachers and technicians. 

In 1975 alone, the- paper wrote. 
Pakistanis working In the Gulf states 
sent hack to Pakistan over 8200m . — 
“a substantial amount for a country 
with a chronic negative balance of 
payments." 

- Currently the Oman embassy in 
Karachi is granting 100 visas a day. 
The paper adds, however, that other 
Arab countries have also taken note 
of this “vast source of trained man- 
power" and Libya, for example, has 
recently hired the services of over 5,- 
000 Pakistani doctors and nurses.

KHURUT. — Syrian troops manning 
checkpoints here have been gulping 
champagne from bottles handed 
them by partying Lebanese.

How Is Assad going to keep them 
down on the farm now they have 
scon Beirut?** said a -Western 
diplomat here.

The Impression being left with 
reporters here in Washington Is that 
the Israeli Government Is generally 
pleased by the performance of the 
new Carter Administration on this 
Issue, which now seems to be work- 
ing Itself out. 

American observers are already 
drawing the lessons of this first Mid- 
dle East mini-crisis the new Ad- 
m'nistratlon was forced to face.

Despite earlier statements that he 
would delegate considerable authori- 
ty to his subordinates, this has 
proven difficult when it comes to the 
Middle East, where Arab and Israeli 
leaders have learned not to take 
lesser officials as seriously aa they 
do the Secretary of State. This is a 
legacy of the Kissinger era, when all 
Middle East decisions, important 
and routine, were left for the 
Secretary. 

Another lesson being drawn here 
regards the pivotal role of the U.S. In 
mediating the dispute. The United 
Nations was neglected as were other 
foreign powers. Israel, Syria and 
Lebanon looked to Washington for 
results — and Washington only. 

For the Gaiter team, the dispute 
represented a rude awakening to the 
Arab-Israeli conflict, its sensitive 
nuances and potential explosiveness.

"The Venezuelan-born inter- 
national terrorist feels disillusioned 
by radical Palestinian groups and 
the Soviet Union, whom he has ac- 
cused of selling out the world 
revolutionary movement,** the 
newspaper quoted Palestinian in- 
telligence sources as saying. 

Carlos, last reported to be living in 
Libya to a villa given to him by Li- 
byan leader Col. Mu’ammer Gad- 
dafi. led the Dec. 1975 attack on the 
ministerial meeting of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPECi in Vienna. The OPEC 
ministers at the time were flown to 
Libya and later released. 

The same newspaper said a 
Palestinian terrorist group led by 
Dr. Wadie Haddad has decided 
against using Carlos and has 
prepared a “new revolutionary 



strategy aimed at Israeli interests 
all over the world.” 

Haddad ia reported to be the 
lender of the Iraqi-based Popular 
Revolutionary Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine. 

“Thr group now considers Carlos a 
dead horse because It has become 
difficult for him to escape the 
dragnets of Interpol, together with 
Israeli and other intelligence 
organizations." the newspaper said. 

Dr. Haddad, the "Kuwait Times” 
said, has trained a 1 00-man group In 
terrorist warfare in Iraq, Somalia 
and Aden.

Trouble in northern Iraq 


AMMAN. — Iraq yesterday denied 
reports that it had closed its borders 
with Syria and Kuwait and said that 
a Damascus newspaper account of 
clashes in the northern city of Mosul 
wns also untrue. 

At the sams time Baghdad radio 
continued to broadcast cables of sup- 
port to the authorities denouncing 
what it called a "heinous crime 
perpetrated by the agent of the 
Syrian regime." This apparently 
referred to what Baghdad said was 
an attempt to blow up the Imam Hus- 
sein mosque in Karbala, the holiest 
Shiite Moslem shrine in Iraq. 

Officials in Baghdad said a man 
arrested last week trying to plant a 
10 kilogram bomb in the shrine was a 
Syrian agent. They identified him as 
Mohammed Ail Nyana, a 16-year-old 
student. 

The Baghdad broadcasts yester- 
day also referred to “a clique of 
traitors" who were said to have tried 


to start trouble by shouting anti- 
government slogans during -the 
weekend as Shiites in the town of 
Najaf were preparing for a 
pilgrimage to Karbala. This was to 
commemorate the anniversary of 
the 40th day after the assassination 
of Imam Hussein in 680 A.D. 

The "plotters" were also accused 
of opening fire at a police station 
near Najaf, killing one man and 
wounding a woman and a child. 

The Iraqi Interior. Ministry said 
those responsible had been arrested 
and would receive "appropriate 
punishment" when investigations 
were completed. 

Observers in Amman said the con- 
tinued flow of cables of support, 
mostly from the Najaf and Karbala 
areas, showed that the Iraqi 
authorities considered the Incidents 
as extremely grave and were taking 
severe measures against the in- 
stigators. (Reuter)

WASHINGTON. — Syria is reported 
here to be assisting Kurdish rebels in 
their struggle against Iraq. 


"The Christian Science Monitor" 
also reported last week that a new 
leftist-leaning Kurdish guerrilla 
organization, the Kurdish Patriotic 
Party, has emerged in the moun- 
tains of northern Iraq in on effort to 
replace the Kurdish Democratic 
Party, under the leadership of MuUa 
Mustafa Barazani and his sons. 

The leading figure In the collective 
leadership of the new Kurdish party 


is Jelal T&lbani. who broke with 
Barazani in 1969, the report said. 

Support from the Syrian side, the 
report continued, does not amount to 
much in terms of weapons and 
money. But the Kurds have dis- 
covered that they are able to travel 
without hindrance through the 
remote whcatlands of eastern Syria, 
across the Tigris River, into wild 
Kurdish mountains. 

Until 1975, Iran provided shelter 
and assistance for the Kinds. But 
after Iran reached a border agree- 
ment with Iraq such assistance was ' 
stopped. Syria and Iraq are rivals.

VETERAN conductor George Stager 
is less exuberant of late. Be conducts 
with more reserve, but his love of 
music still comes out In every move- 
ment. Accordingly, the renditions of 
the Haydn and the Beethoven 
Symphonies were somewhat sub- 
dued but conveyed more or less ail 
the musical content and intent to the 
audience. The orchestra played 
dutifully, which might have satisfied 
the average listener, but a lot of fine 
nhartinga were missing. 

Boris Berman’s interpretation of 
the Fourth Piano Concerto, on the 
other hand, was downright disap- 
pointing. The G Major Concerto Is 
not a romantic, sentimental Concer- 
to (though the opening eight bars can 
mislead a soloist into thinking along 


such lineal. Boris Berman, Indeed 
seemed to think so all the way 
through. His approach was too 
diminutive; he misinterpreted the 
wide arcs, the long lines, the great 
conception and attacked each phrase 
differently. 

Pianistically. Berman performed 
all the thrills, frills and trills with 
firm determination and faultless 
technique, hut he completely missed 
the greatness of Beethoven’s coneep- . 
tion. Technically, his touch is open to 
criticism — his pianissimo simply 
does not carry, his forte 1b rough and 
raw. I still consider him a pianist of 
great promise and enormous 
possibilities, but his choice of the G 
Major Concerto was completely 
wrong. He simply Is not yet big 
enough to cope with the musical 
greatness of the score. The 
overwhelming performance of' the 
great Rubinstein two years ago 
(when he was 88) still rings in my 
ears. It takes & giant to cope with a 
great work with humility. yB

NOTHING could be more proper 
than to devote a programme to only 
tioo composers, esp ecially when 
they are the giants' Beethoven 
and Stravinsky. However only one 
Beethoven item, the Marches, real- 
ly pleased. The Variations, which 
lacked precision and the right ratio 
of difference in volume between the 
primo and secondo, also failed to im- 
press musically. 

The Marches, on the other hand, 
were exquisite. Although second rate 
pieces, the loving treatment they 
were given turned them into highly 
enjoyable and a.m using diversions. 

The next Beethoven item, the 


Great Fugue, again did not satisfy 
greatly. But it must be remembered 
that this piece puts such stupendous 
obstacles in the performer’s path, 
that its convincing interpretation is 
always rather problematic. The Duo 
seemed content to give a dutiful and 
technically orderly performance, 
but this did not elevate the music to 
its higher spiritual level. 

The great event of the evening was 
undoubtedly Stravinsky’s “Sacre.” 
Despite the undisputed superiority of 
the orchestral version, I found the 
piano version no less enjoyable. The 
Duo’s performance Injected intensi- 
ty and vitality into every melodic 
phrase , rhythmic motif, ostinato and 
percussive dissonance. Depite the 
poor quality of one of the in- 
struments, the sound blended 
marvellously.

University reorganization 
suggested by T-A rector

TEL AVTV. — Israeli universities. 
should reorganize to distinguish 
between traditional academic sub- 
jects and professional studies says 
Prof. Shlomo Simonson, outgoing 
rector of Tel Aviv University. 

In a booklet “Past and Future,” 
published at the end of his five years 
as rector. Professor Simonson notes 
that resources are being wasted on 
research in fields which are not real- 
ly academic. Nursing, social work 
and other fields have been 
"academized’* to attract high 
calibre workers, he writes. Since the 
faculties in these departments must 
compete with those in more 
traditional academic disciplines, in- 
terdisciplinary research is 
developed, not always on Its real 
merits, so that lecturers can meet 
standard criteria for promotion 
through the academic ranks. 

Prof. Simonson suggests that 
professional training Should 
emphasize teaching skills, rather 


than research. Lecturers in such 
fields would teach more hours than 
lecturers in fields where research is 
done. 

“This would not mean that there 
are first-class and second-class 
faculties,” Prof. Simonson writes, 
“but rather there should be an in- 
tegration between the practical and 
the academic, with opportunities for 
students to move from one type of 
course to another where this. is 
desirable." 

Resources would then be used only 
for the most meaningful research, he 
states. 


Simonson also raises objections to 
the lack of junior colleges in the 
country. Plans for at least ten 
colleges to grant bachelor’s degrees 
should be reconsidered, he writes. 
The purpose of these colleges would 
be to offer adult education and some 
courses which could give credit 
toward studies at a university.

Maccabi has chance to win way 
hack into Europe Cup contention 


TEL AVIV. — Two surprising results 
in last week's European Cup of 
Champions basketball play have 
revived Tel Aviv Maccabi's interest 
in the six-team tournament. After 
the stunning defeat of tbe defending 
champions, Mobil Girgi of Varese. 
Italy, all six teams have a 
theoretical chance to be one of the 
two teams advancing to the cham- 
pionship game. 

The Israeli champions' shot at a 
finals berth probably will be decided 
this week, when Maccabi takes on 
Zubrlowka of Brno, Czechoslovakia, 
on Tuesday night, and CSKA of 
Moscow on Thursday. Both games, 
to be played in Belgium, will be 
televised live, via satellite, on Israel 
TV. 

Mobil Girgi lost by one point on 
Thursday night to Maes Fils of 
Belgium, The Italians had crushed 
Maccabi 102-79 in Tel Aviv, and the 
Belgian team had scored a 75-66 win 
over Maccabi in Mafines. Belgium. 

Another interesting result last 
Thursday was the loss by Real 
Madrid to CSKA by only two points 
in Moscow, 113-111. The net result of 
the upset, and the close score in 
Moscow, is that Mobil Girgi, con- 
sidered a sure thing fora place in the 
finals, now may face tough competi- 
tion from a number of teams, and 
that Real Madrid, judged out of the 
race after losing to Maccabi in Tel 
Aviv, may still be one of the teams in 
the running. 

Maccabi was idle last week. Its 
confrontations with the Czechs and 
the Russians may be the team’s 
most interesting matches of the en- 
tire year. In addition to being able to 
act as a spoiler, Maccabi now has a 
(dunce — albeit a sKm one — to vault 
past both East European teams and 
make its way to the finals. The game 
against the Czechs, in Vllword on 
Tuesday, and against tbe Russians 
Thursday in Virton, both are sold 
out. Broadcast of both games will . 
start at 9:30 p.m. 

Two years ago, the same CSKA 
squad refused to play in Israel and 
as a result they were suspended 
from the International Basketball 
Federation (Fiba) for two years. 
This year, they were again faced 
with the dilemma, but this time tbe

torles over CSKA and Zubrlowka, 
and designating a neutral site for tbe 
remaining games. 

This ruling gave the Israelis an Im- 
portant point advantage even before 
the final round games began. But the 
advantage was lost when Maccabi 
suffered a home defeat to Mobil 
Girgi and an away loss to Maes Pila. 
Now they are back In -the picture, 
and the time has come to take a 
closer look at the East European 
rivals. 

In the past few years, 
Czechoslovak basketball baa im- 
proved by leaps and bounds. As 
recently as four or five years ago. 
the Czechs were near the bottom of 
the European ladder In basketball. 
By this spring, they had Improved 
enough to upset World Champions 
Yugoslavia in the first round of the 
Olympic qualifying competition. 

. Although national teams and 
league teams can he vastly different 
in quality, the advancement of the 
Czechs has led to their emergence as 
a factor in Cup of Champions play. 
Two Czech National Team players, 
Pospisii and Brabanek, are the stars 
of the Brno squad. 

Pospisii is a deadly outside shooter 
who on a good night can win a game 
all by himself. His main problem is 
playing consistently, and when he is 
not scoring the rest of his game falls 
apart. Brabanek is also a good 
shooter and a little more steady than 


Pospisii. Brno is currently at the bot- 
tom of tbe final round, and should not 
give the Israelis much trouble. 

One month ago, CSKE of Moscow 
beat Real Madrid in Madrid, 111-03, 
and were thought to be Invincible. 
Last week they lost in Italy to Mobil 
Girgi, and three days ago barely es- 
caped at home. 113-111 in the return 
game with Real Madrid. Clearly a 
chink has developed in the Russians' 
armour and it Is up to the Israelis to 
find It. Still, the Russians, led by 
Olympic star Sergei Belov and a host 
of giants under the basket, without a 
doubt will be the strongest team 
Maccabi has faced this year. 

And what about Maccabi? After 
their dramatic win over'Real Madrid 
they went out three days later and 
lost to Gval/Yagur Hapoel in the 
national league. They' are currently 
in second place in the league, but 
they are faced with their most ex- 
citing challenge of the year. 

At Friday's practice, their last In 
Israel before their departure to 
Belgium, Maccabi seemed to realize 
that they will not be simply playing a 
basketball game, one basketball 
team against another. They are 
representing Israel, and they have 
the opportunity to immeasurably 
raise the country's morale with a 
victory over the Russians. A victory 
Is within th^ir grasp, one that means 
much more than two points in. the 
standings.

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The NRP in trouble 


THE SPLIT IN the National Religious Party Knesset faction 
and Yitzhak Raphael's decision to set up a separate two- man 
faction Is a sign of the times. It is yet one more of the tremors 
shaking Israel’s historic parties in this year’s election cam- 
paign. 

To be sure, the split in the NRP's Knesset faction, is not yet a 
full rift in the NRP itself. The timing has been dictated by 
tomorrow’s deadline for the establishment of Knesset factions 
entitled to a slice of the Treasury-financed election campaign 
funds. But the move itself would seem to be only a hairsbreadth 
away from the point of no return which can duly lead to a final 
split in Israel’s major religious party. 

The NRP has been a party of factions par excellence. Each 
faction has been entitled to name its own leaders to the party's 
Knesset list — in accordance with its proven or assumed power 
within the party. This tacit balance has now been upset with the 
barely veiled determination of a coalition of four factions to 
manoeuvre Dr. Raphael out of a safe place in. the party's 
forthco min g list to the Knesset. Dr. Raphael’s faction Is the se- 
cond largest in the NRP, but the barely larger Lamtfne faction 
of Dr. Yosef Burg has teamed up with the youth faction, and the 
.kibbutz and mosbavim factions to control a decisive 75 per cent 
of the 1 vote in the party's central committee. 

It is this anti-Raphael coalition, formed in the last few weeks 
under pressure of the unexpected resignation of the govern- 
ment, that has backed him up against the wall. 

The reasons behind this nearly unprecedented behaviour are 
to be found in the deep concern for the party’s electoral future. 
In the last elections the NRP went down from 12 to 10 Knesset 
' seats. 

The party received sufficient votes from the Arab electorate 
to account for close to two of those seats. But those votes can 
now be written off in view of the party's identification with the 
Koenig Memorandum and the general radicalizatton of the Arab 
electorate. Thus it is likely that the NRP may well be reduced to 
8 seats in the next Knesset. 

In addition tile rise of a middle-sized centre party in the form 
of Taxiin' s DMC could well deprive the NRP of its traditional 
role of being a swing party in the formation of a government 
coalition. It was precisely this role that enabled it to represent 
the interests of orthodoxy. 

The possibility of exclusion from the next government coali- 
tion is traumatic enough to electrify the NRP leadership Into 
taking strenuous preventive action. 

Ridding the party of Dr. Raphael is seen as one such action. 
The youth faction headed by former Minister of Social Welfare 
Zevulun Hammer believes that Dr. Raphael has long con- 
stituted an electoral liability that has prevented the NRP from 
breaking out of its narrow electoral confines. While that is 
arguable, it is a fact that the NRP, with less than 10 per cent of 
the popular vote, has never managed to attract even half the 
votes of the orthodox population, estimated at between 25 and 30 
per cent. 

The youth faction has apparently succeeded in persuading the 
other factions that there is little hope of making inroads into this 
electoral potential without pushing Dr. Raphael out. The per- 
sonal recriminations between Drs. Burg and Raphael at the 
time of the NRP’s ouster from the Rabin government apparent- 
ly prepared the ground for this anti-Raphael strategy. 

Although some leading members of Dr. Raphael's faction 
have refused to follow him in splitting away from the party’s 
Knesset faction, it is too early to spell .fjnis to Dr. Raphael’s 
political career. He enjoys formidable support -among the rab- 
binical community which plays a significant role in influencing 
NRP politics. The religious bureaucracies which he has built as 
Minister of Religious Affairs are also beholden to him for his 
patronage. 

This drama will have to play itself out within the two months 
remaininguntil the deadline for submission of party lists for the 
May 17th elections. The alternatives are: an irrevocable split in 
the NRP; voluntary withdrawal by Dr. Raphael in the event of 
desertion by a large part of his faction; or a return \o' the 
traditions of compromise within the party ensuring each faction 
leader his place on the list.

Is the stress on means at the expense of 
aims a latter-day phenomenon in Israeli 
politics, as has been claimed? YOSEF 
GOELL* argues that it is not, and goes on to 
analyze the roots of the dichotomy. 


IT IS ALWAYS a pleasure to read an 
exposition of what would seem to be 
one’s own views expressed with both 
verve and articulateness. This was 
my initial reaction upon reading 
Asher M&niv'a “Of Aims and Means" 
In last week's Post: although I 
might have characterized the bed- 
ding down of Shmuel Tamir and Am- 
non Rubinstein, and the unrequited 
love at Moshe Bol for Arlk Sharon, as 
something else than the “prostitution 
of democracy." But that’s & minor 
point. 

It was such a pleasure listening to 
Mr. Maniv’s heartfelt cry for a 
return to ideological guidance In 
politics, that I went back for a second 
reading; and that’s when the holes 
appeared. 

To be sure, Mr. Maniv has succeed- 
ed in hitting a raw political nerve. 
That aspect of politics which is em- 
bodied in the naked struggle for 
power la indeed perceived as essen- 
tially lewd and repugnant .to our sen- 
sibilities as Jews — and as members 
of a new society founded by idealists 
and ideologues. We insist on im- 
maculate ideological raiments 
behind which this naked abomination 
can be hidden from our eyes. 

Thus Kol and Sharon, Tamir and 
Rubinstein are indeed mind-boggling 
political couples. But how Is one to 
describe the Moshe Dayan-Meir 
Ya’ari ahiduch in the Alignment? Or, 
for that matter, narrowing our view 
to the Labour Party's bed alone, was 
tbe Plnhas Saplr-YLtzhak Ben 
Aharon misalliance any more 
natural? 

In that temple of ideological 
fastidiousness, the Kibbutz 
Hameuhad, support for Mr. Rabin Is 
based on antipathy to Mr. Peres who 
k 8. said to be devoid of any 


ting, but only on foreign, not an the 
more intractable domestic 
questions; Rabin even less so.

THERE .ARE still Ideological con- 
stellatiaris in Israel's political firma- 
ment txx&y, but these do not Include 
the larger parties; certainly not 
Labour. \ 

Lyova Eliav, Matti Felled and Uri 
Avneri^and their miniscule 
followings are one such group. Gush 
Emunlm and Rabbi Kahane are 
another. So are the Rakah Com- 
munists. Mr. Begin and the dwindl- 
ing group of true believers around 
him are yet another. But Mr. Begin 
has been instructed in no uncertain 
terms .by the men running the 
Likud's election campaign to bite his 
tongue and keep his Ideological 
mouth abut At least until May 38. 

Map am Is a pseudo-ideological 
party, and the tug-of-war between 
pristine ideological purity and the 
imperative of political power is 
tearing at its soul. Founding father 
Meir Ya’ari Is a true ideologue of the 
old school. But, to paraphrase the 
vulgar American Idiom of the Right, 
“Ya’ari has never had to meet a 
political payroll in his life. ” When his 
TYiiwl nriw in the Government were 
finally confronted with the real 
political world, we were witness to a 
Map am Minister of Health Issuing 
emergency back -to- work orders to 
striking hospital workers. 

It Is the yawning gap between 
Ideological theory and the real world 

— between rote sloganeering and 
shameless hard-headed actions — 
that has driven many Israelis to 
suspect anything that reeks of 
ideology or idealistic moonings. The 
nouveaux riches of whom Mr. Maniv 
complains were created not by Mr. 
Begin nor by Prof. Yadln. They are 
the creatures of Finance Ministers 
Eshkol and Sapir, and they have 
been abetted, fattened and protected 
by the systems which these Labour 
Party stalwarts created. 

The nou-ldeological Mr. Rabin Is at 
least honest — and politically naive 

— enough to argue that such policies 
were an unavoidable by-product .of 
the process of essential economic 
development. This Is arguable, but at 
least it constitutes a forthright asser- 
tion of a point of view. Mr. Rabin’s 
predecessors, and many of his con- 
temporaries who bemoan the socio- 
economic gap while contributing to 
its daily widening by their actions 
and decisions, are the ones who have 
given political Ideology a black eye. 


ideological gyroscope, and is thus 
labelled a “careerist” and a 
“technocratic arriviste." These axe 
strong words. Indeed, used for inter- 
nal deviants much In the way that 
"fascist” is flung at that external 
enemy, Mr. Begin. 


IN THE HEAT of battle it is con- 
veniently forgotten that, judging by 
three years of his performance in 
politics, Mr. Rabin has not one 
ideological bone In his body. If 
"careerist" means anything besides 
being an unthinking curse word, Mr. 
Rabin must be adjudged as much a 
careerist as Mr. Perea. 

Mr. Maniv is equally incorrect in 
seeking to attribute the original 
"sis" of ideocide to Ylgael Yadln and 
his motley crew of ostensibly value- 
tree careerists and military- 
industrial technocratic whiz ldds. 
Tbe original culprit, if that is the 
word, was none other than David Ben 
Gurion. Israel’s — and Mapai’a — 
etatlst. no-ideological nonsense, 
nation-builder par excellence. 

One aspect of Ben Gurion’s genius 
was his ability to cover up his drive 
for power — and his pragmatic con- 
frontation with the inexorable 
realities of the political world — with 
a patina of ideological sloganeering 
which fascinated many of bis 
followers. However, this fascination 
began to dim when Ben Gurion got 
enmeshed in the Byzantine complex- 
ities of the La von Affair. 

The combination of pragmatic 
power politics with a convincing 
Ideological facade was never recap- 
tured by his successors. Eshkol did 
not have the personality for it: Golda 
Meir was somewhat more convln- 


AND YET, the “death of ideology" in 
Israeli politics leaves many of us 
with a distinct feeling of unease. 
Jewish and Israeli political culture, 
precisely because they are so 
representative of a highly Intellec- 
tual and Idealistic general culture, 
would seem to require a well- 
articulated set of goals, of a “path" 
in the ideological jargon, as an essen- 
tia] underpinning for pragmatic day- 
to-day politics. 

k is highly questionable, however, 
whether a political party that has 
been in power for more than 40 years 
is inherently capable of' providing 
such foundations. Mr. Maniv is in a 
better position than most to confirm 
that whenever aims and means have 
clashed in the Labour Party and its 
M&pai predecessor In the past 20 
years and more, means have always 
won. 

If a semblance of a balance is to be 
restored between aims and means, it 
will in all likelihood be done either by 
an outside challenger, or by a 
chastised establishment driven Into 
the opposition fora period of rethink- 
ing and of regrouping. 

Mr. Maniv could not be more 
wrong than when he ciaims that “our 
governmental mechanism may have 
been faulty but no more so than in the 
old pre-State times, when the Ylshuv 
was rightly famous for its idealism. " 
The Ylshuv was famous for its 
idealism precisely because it had no 
governmental mechanism to speak 
of. 

Attributing the deterioration of our 
society to “the worship of efficiency 
and achievement." as Mr. Maniv 
does, deserves a horse laugh. There 
Is no other modern society which 
worships efficiency and achievement 
less than Israel. We have paid lip ser- 
vice to these slogans in the past two 
decades; but that is again an in- 
stance of our persistent failure to dis- 
tinguish between words and deeds.

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JEWISH LEGITIMACY 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post the cardinal sins 


Sir, — As a Conservative Rabbi In 
the U.S.A., I note with alarm that the 
inflamatory diatribes of our 
Orthodox brethren seem to be es- 
calating. 

The ultimate In judgmental con- 
demnation of non-Orthodox Judaism 
appeared In your Readers’ Letters 
Column where Reuben Gross, the 
head of the national Orthodox youth 
movement (NCSY), affirms that “It 
is a common error that Conser- 
vatism and Reform are forms ot 
Judaism” (January 16 ). 


How ironic that the Orthodox ac- 
cuse Conservative Rabbis of causing 
divisiveness by trying to gain more 
than a foothold in Israel. In fact, it is 
the Orthodox who have proved more 
divisive by, among other things, con- 
tinuing to challenge our legitimacy 
as Jews! 

Do the Orthodox forget that one of 


the cardinal sins our tradition warns 
against is sinat hinam unwarranted 
and unremitting hostility? Need we 
remind our Orthodox colleagues that 
according to the Talmud, 
Jerusalem first fell to the enemy 
because of sinat hinam between 
Jewish brethren? 

Despite the Orthodox rabbinate’s 
assertions (which arc hardly news), 
I for one still feel comfortable in af- 
firming that Conservative Judaism. 
Reform Judaism and yes — even 
Orthodoxy, are equally valid forms 
of Judaism. 

It's about time each religious 
group more fully accepted each 
other’s essential legitimacy despite 
the limitations each may have. 
Whatever we say or do. let’s not lose 
sight of our kinship as Jews.
